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PROCEEDINGS 


Tuesday Morning, September 25th, 1923 


The Jones County Baptist Association met with Lowery Creek 
Baptist church in its Eighth Annual session. 

The association was called to order by the Moderator, Brother 
E. D. Hurst. After a song, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” 
and Rev. J- W. Rooker leading in prayer, Rev- A. A. Bryant conducted 
the Devotional Services. : 

On motion the Association proceeded to the election of officers, 
which resulted as fololws: Brother E. D.. Hurst, re-elected moderator 
and W. N. Montgomery re-elected clerk and treasurer. 

The following committee was appointed on finance: Brethren J. 
O. Freeman, H. H. Broadway and O- F. Bradley. 

h Petitionary letters were called for when Mars Hill and Blodgett 
was received in the Association and messengers seated. 

Correspondence was received as follows: Brother J. W. Welch 
from Covington County Association; Rev. L. E. Lightsey from Bay 
Springs association; Rev- A. L. O’Bryan, general enlistment man; 
Walter Grafton, Jones county association, Texas; J. E. Byrd, Sunday 
school board. Correspondence was arranged as follows: D. B. Powell,

On motion any brother visiting any sister association was author- 
ized to give greetings of the Jones county association. 

The following committee on program was appointed: . Rev. J. C. 
Parker, B. L. Herrington and B. B. Harris. 

The time having arrived for the annual sermon, Rev. E. C. Hen- 
drix, the appointee being absent, Rev. Bryan Simmons preached the 
associational sermon to a large audience. The sermon was ably de- 
livered and was enjoyed by all. He took for his text the second verse 
of the tenth chapter of Luke. 

On motion adjourned one hour for dinner after Brother A. G. 
Leggett led in prayer. ' 

At 1:15 o’clock the association was called to order, Rev. A. L. 
O’Bryan leading in prayer- 

The following resolution was then adopted: 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas, the wisdom of a united effort on the part of the South- 
ern Baptists has been so clearly demonstrated during the past four 
years, as evidenced by the unprecedented progress which has been 


_made in kingdom work, and 
' Whereas, our people havé seen the wisdom of budgeting the work 
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of the denomination so as to provide regularly and adequately for all 
worthy causes, and 


Whereas, we have seen the value of a worthy financial objective 
or goal in our plan to raise 75 million dollars in five years, and 


Whereas, we have seen the need for canvassing the churches an- 
nually in order to enlist the new converts who are coming in every 
year and of re-enlisting those who move during the year, and 

Whereas, we have been more thoroughly impressed with the need 
of regular and systematic giving all through the year, and 

Whereas, we, as a denomination, must continue to go forward; - 
and to go forward ‘we must look ahead and plan ahead;, 

Be it, therefore, resolved that we the Jones County Baptist As- 
sociation in annual convention assembled, signify our approval of: 

1. A united south-wide movement following the close of the 75 
Million Campaign to raise funds with which to carry on our mission, 
social service, and educational work- 

2. A budget for all mission, social service, and education work; 
same to be divided and distributed on a percentage basis in propor- 
tion to the relative needs and merits of the various causes fostered 
by the denomination. 

8- A five-year financial objective, same to be not less than 
75,000,000.00 for the five years—the amount to be determined by the 
sum total of the conservative claims of the various causes, after each 
shall have made a careful survey of its needs and future plans. 

4. An annual appeal for pledges which. will insure a thorough 
canvass of all the members of all the churches once a year. 

‘5. An ample period of time to insure thorough preparation for 
the program which shall follow the 75 Million Campaign. 

\.The report on Missions beyond our State was read by Brother W. 
G. Jones and discussed by A- L. O’Bryan and then adopted. The re- 
port follows: 

Report on Missions Beyond the. State | 

In submitting to the associations and churches of Jones county 
the report on “Missions Beyond the State,” we will find that the 
statistical table shows that we should be very grateful to Him whose 
blessings are always showered upon us: Figures are poor symbols 
of grace and spiritual achievement but we must use them to shéw 
that we are doing work and God is richly blessing our labors. Jesus 
has kept His promise and been with thdse: who have gone to the 
foreign fields. We find converts growing in grace and the churches 
advancing in spirituality, activity and self-support. Really” the 
foreign nations are much more interested than we are, if we consider 
how long we have had the gospel- We have missionaries in 16 foreign 
countries—some of these with several stations—Africa, Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, China, Hungary, Italy, Japan, Servia, Spain. 

We have 891 churches, 211 self-supporting; 442 own their houses 
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of worship. There are 2896 out stations, making practically 4000 sta- 
tions where God’s word is preached regularly. Last year there were 
12,611 baptisms, the’ crowning year, making our membership now 
103,328. These gave an average of $.23 each. We have 796 schools 
with 32,789 scholars—about equal to’ the number of. students of our 
own Baptist schools. - : 

There are 1,447 Sunday Schools, with 67,407 enrolled. 

We have 503 missionaries and 2,820 native workers, an increase 
of almost 500% since 1919. ue 

The board reported a debt of $403,000. There has ‘been no dis- 
position to criticize the board, for everybody realizes that the board 
has been very conservative in making appropriations, only about % 
ofthe amount that was proposed in the 75 Million Campaign. To this, 
we must add $275,000 due the Theological schools and Bible Institutes. 
In June, 48 new missionaries were appointed, leaving 27 who had ap- 
plied and were equipped, but we were not able to send. A wider pub- : 
licity must be given to these facts, necessities, perils and opportuni- 
ties and this must be done in such a way as to make facts common 
information in all our churchés. Pastors, Sunday schools, B. Y- P. 
U.’s and societies must preach and teach foreign missions. 

“Home and Foreign Fields” and our state papers must become 
“household necessities” in Southern Baptist homes. In each church 
should be an “Intelligence Committee” to see that this is done and 
that all of our free tracts are distributed. Our men should be organ- 
ized into mission study classes- The practical suggestion is for every- 
body to do their utmost to pay their pledges so that the board may 
pay their debts, support the missionaries, and provide many, many 
more distressing needs—Go forward! 

The following report on Social Service Institutions was read by 
Rev. D- B. Powell after discussion by D- B. Powell, Bryan Simmons, 
L. G. Gates and G. F. Austin, and was adopted: 


Report on Social Service Institutions ‘ 
LAW ENFORCEMENT. Aside from the local machinery for 
law enforcement in every community, the agencies that should have 
the fullest sympathy and aid from every loyal Baptist in the prose- 
cution of their work are the Anti-Saloon League, headed by Dr. T. J. 
Bailey, Supt., Jackson, and the Federal Prohibition enforcement of- 
ficers, headed by Mr- M. H. Daily, Prohibition Director, Jackson. The 
work of these departments cannot be made effective except through 
the active’ co-operation of the churches. The moral standing of any 
community depends upon the standards fixed by the churches. No 
community will have more moonshining and bootlegging than is coun- 
tenanced by: the churches. 
The Federal Prohibition director makes the following statement 
in reference to the co-operation received by his department from the 
Baptists of Mississippi: 


“Quite a large percentage of the cases made by this office have 


s 
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been the direct result of the helpful influence and suggestion coming 
from the great Baptist denomination: Its ministers, laymen and wo- 
man’s missionary societies -have been alert: to report all infractions 
f the law coming under their observation. We acknowledge with 
grateful appreciation this splendid service for the enforcement of law 
and order and especially thank the ladies of your missionary societies 
for their untiring efforts to promote the work chargeable to this of- 


fice- 


“We earnestly solicit your influence in; having Congress make, 
adequate appropriation for our work and your continued co-operation. 
in helping to reduce the cost of bringing offenders to justice by giv- 
ing information so definite and reliable that violations may be de- 
termined and arrests made with the least possible expense.” 


PUBLIC HEALTH. The work of the State Board of Health, un- 
der direction of Dr. W. S. Leathers, Jackson, is an agency whose 
splendid work should have the intelligent co-operation of our people. 
Your committee would urge the pastors and churches to study the 
great work of this department and give to it every assistance pos-. 
sible:~“ 


We quote in part from a statement, by Dr.. Leathers for use in 
this report: 


“The State Board of Health is desirous of promoting the health 
work of the state in a sane and intelligent way. This can be done 
best through the intelligent interest of large influential groups of 
people such as those who constitute the membership of the Baptist 
denomination. Those of us who are particularly interested in the 
health of Mississippi and who are endeavoring to lead the people in- 
forming rigkt’ habits of living believe and know that one of the largest 
influences that could be exerted for attaining the results desired is 
through the co-operation of the Christian people of Mississippi. 
When properly analyzed, health essentially means Christian living. 
The principles underlying health work are those principles which are 
advocated in the teachings of Christ, and there can be no question 
about the fact that christian people should lend their hearty support 
to the prevention of sickness and the control and ultimate suppres- 
sion of preventable diseases.” 

CHILD WELFARE. The Mississippi Children’s Home Society, 
located at Jackson, of which Rev. John L- Sutton is superintendent, 
is one of the greatest agencies in the state for the care of dependent 
children. ‘ . 

It is estimated that there are about 12,000 neglected and depend- ' 
ent children in the State of Mississippi. About. 5,200 of this number 
would be classed as cripples, sub-normal and feeble-minded, 6,800 of 
this number are prospectively normal, provided they are transplanted 
and engrafted into the proper homes where they would get the love 
and attention that is necessary for them to develop into good men and 
women. Fifty per cent- of this number are negro children, leaving 
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about 3,500 white children who are prospectively normal. The insti- 
tutional plan is caring for about 800 of this number, leaving about 
2,600 white children who are prospectively normal but neglected and 
dependent. We estimate that there are between 91,000 and 100,000 
good homes in the state that could adopt and raise a child as it should 
be raised This is the work that this society hopes to bring to pass. 
Every childless home should be open to receive and care for one of 
these little ones. 

; Your committeee would recommend that our pastonf and churches 
give the most sympathetic co-operation to the work of this society. 
Invite its superintendent to visit your church and explain his work. 
He is a splendid christian man who is giving his life tu the welfare of 
dependent children.

Social Service Institutions 


This is a new name for an old work. The term includes all in- 
stitutions whose_purpose is to minister to human needs in the name 
of Christ. It stands for practical christianity. In this class we have 
some state institutions, such as the hospital, the orphanage and the 
Good Will Center; and one south-wide institution, known as the Re- 
lief and Annuity Board. In fact, there is one other, The Tuberculosis 
Hospital at San Antonia, Texas; but it is under the direction of our 
Home Mission Board and reference is made to it in the report of that 
board. mo 

STATE INSTITUTIONS. The orphanage at Jackson is the old- 
est, best and most favorably known of all these institutions. During 
its existence it has rescued, equipped and sent out more than one 
thousand children. Less than one per cent- of this number has failed 
to make good- During the past year the orphanage has cared for an 
average of 170 children. The work of this institution is limited only 
by the support we give it. And in its behalf the committee would , 
urge a prompt and full payment of our pledges and also that a special 
“Orphanage Day” be observed in all our Sunday Schools and churches. 

The Mississippi Baptist Hospital is another of our ‘Social Service 
Institutions. Established about fourteen years ago it has grown rap- 
idly in favor, in capacity, and in patronage. Today it is’ regarded by 
competent judges as one of the best equipped hospitals in the South. 
In the past year this hospital has cared for 1671 patients, 210 of which 
were cared for without charge. A woman’s Auxiliary has been or- 
ganized recently for the purpose of-assisting in this work. 

The Baptists of Mississipp€ are also partially responsible for and 
interested in the Baptist Memorial Hospital located at Memphis, 
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‘ 
Tenn. Last year this hospital cared for 5,399 patients and 468 of 
these were charity patients. 

The Good Will Center located at -Meridian is the third Social ¥ 
Service Agent of Mif§jssippi Baptists. is is indeed a “Center” for . 
christian activities. JNight schools are ¢onducted, little children of 
working mothers are cared for, the sick visited, religious literature 
distributed, young women counselled, arid religious services are held 
and religious visits made. This Center deserves our sympathy and 
support- 

THE SOUTH-WIDE INSTITUTION. The Relief and Annuity 
Board, located at Dallas, Texas, and under the direction of Sec.'Wm- 
Lunsford, is the Denomination’s Agency for caring for our aged min- 
isters and their dependents. The work formerly dorie by the several 

states has been transferred to this board. It does work along two 
4 | lines. The first is relief, work- It has rendered assistance to more 
than eight hundred of these people'during the past year, 40 of whom 
were Mississippians; but the sad part of this is that the help has 
only amounted to an average of $10.00 per month. 

The second part of the work is known as the Annuity Work. It 
means this: Pastors who pay into the Annuity Fund a stipulated 
amount each year are guaranteed a proportionate support in case of 
permanent disability or old age. Your committee would urge that 
each pastor investigate thoroughly this proposition with a view to 

co-operating in it. . 

In conclusion we would call upon our people to bie diligently 
in meeting our obligations to all these = that they may function 
at their best for the glory of God. %

Associational Missions 

It is with a deep sense of gratitude to. God that we are able' to 
report the progress made in our association'in the work of the King- 
“dom. Yet we feel that we are belated in methods of missionary pro- 
gressiveness in our nearest set-to-home field. We should be better or- 












S $$ 
ganized and more enthusiastit in associational missions. To this end 
we want to preseht the following notes and suggestions: 

The new plan of associational organization providing for an ex- 
ecutive board composed of one member from each church has resulted 
in more efficient service in many associations. The plan further pro- 
vides for regular quarterly meetings with well prepared comphrehen- 
sive programs showing the progress of the work in all the churches. 

Monthly pastor’s conferences are proving to be very helpful in 
some associations, the pastors from the churches comprising an as- 
sociation gathernig once a month for Bible study and for the study 
of plans and programs for the Kingdom work. It would prove to be 
very beneficial to the local church work as well as to the denomina- 
tional work if the pastors would organize in every association in the 
state for study and for concentration in the Kingdom progress- 

Another thing that should be observed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association is the applications which are made annually 
by the various churches needing help. The Executive Committee, if 
possible should visit in person, or have others visit, these churches 
and assist in putting on an every-member canvass among the mem- 
bershp and if possible to raise sufficient funds to enable the work to 


‘be carried on without the assistance of the board- This is needed to . 


enable the board to help places which are unable to help themselves 
and also for the purpose of developing the local membership of the 
church. The Executive Board should not approve an application for 
help unless the church asking for the help pledges itself to raise some 
definite amount to support the various causes of the denomination.

, On motion, the report on Missions within the state was read by 
Brother Goode Montgomery and after discussion by Goode Montgom- 
ery, T- J. Stevens, E. D. Hurst, R. T. Grafton, S. G. Posey, J. C. Parker, 
J. E. Cranford, L. G- Gates, was then adopted. Phe report follows: 


‘Mission Within the State 


ENLISTMENT MISSIONARY WORK: The board began the 
year’s work with six enlistment missionaries. Three have since re- 
signed. The total visible results of their work in so far as it can be 
tabulated is as folows: Churches visited, 1,081; services held, 1,326; 
sermon and addresses, 1,382; Sunday schools organized, 5; training 
Classes organized, 5; B. Y. P. U.’s organized, 7; W. M. U.’s organized, 
7; Every Member Canvasses made for local budget, 132; Mission and 
Benevolent Canvasses, 30; Baptist Record put into every home, 6; | 
subscriptions for the Baptist Record, 136; Pastor’s fields formed, 29; 
conferences with churches, 363; Pastor’s Conferences attended, 156; 


Associational Board Meetings, 31; Building enterprises begun, 20; ad- 
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ditions to churches, by baptisms, 90; by letter 55; by statement, 3; by 
restoration, 3. These brethren gave a great part of their time to the 
Seventy-Five Million Campaign. 


COLPORTAGE MISSION WORK. The board has had in the 
field one. man, Rev. L. E. Lightsey, who gives his time in the main - 4 
to the Baptist Record, the sale of books for the Baptist Book Store 
and to the distribution of religious tracts. His report follows: 
Churches visited, 149; services held, 109; sermons and addresses, 285; 
books sold, 3,711; books given, 67; B. Y-P. U.’s organized, 1; W.. M- 
' ; I’s organized, 1; subscriptions to Home & Foreign Field, 200; sub- 
scriptions to Orphanage Gem, 75; subscriptions to Royal Service, 
2,498; amount received for books, 2,494-15; additions by baptism, 31; 
™ and by letter, 36. Prother Lightsey’s work grows every year. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. The Sunday School Departmert, 
through the Assistant Secretary, J. E. Sweaney, makes the following 
report: The Sunday school workers have visited 170 churches. Dur- 
ing the month of April, Mr. Byrd and Mr. Sweaney gave their entire 
time to the Seventy-Five Million Campaign. 1237 diplomas have been 
issued for the completion of the Sunday School Normal Manual and 
5077 seals for the completion of other books in the course. Fifteen 
city training schools have been held and 51 rural schools, and in some 

- of these rural schools every church in the county where a school is 
held has been represented. Four weeks were given to the two negro 
colleges. There are about 250 more Sunday schools than there were 
last year. There have been 21 additions to the churches by letter, 53 
by. baptism and about 60 professions of faith who did not unite with 
the churches at the time the workers were there. 

Brother Sweany makes the following recommendations: 

(1) That a special effort be made to organize (where there is 
not one already) an Associational Sunday School Convention to meet 
annually and give our time to this, our own work, and not*take the 
time of our people in the Interdenominational meetings for which there | 
is no place now: _ 

(2) That as far as posible the association fix time and place for 
the Summer Training School and elect some man as Publicity Direc- 
tor who will be responsible for enlisting some from every church to 

«attend this school. 

(3). That the association appoint someone who will lead in the 
extension work through the Organized Class effort in strengthening 
the Sunday schools that go into winter quarters and also in organiz- 
ing.schools in churches that now have none- 

(4) That we urge all of our Sunday schools to make much of 
the special programs the last Sundays in March, June and Septem- 
ber. These programs are not only educational, but give our people an 
opportunity to have a part in the denominational work. . 

B. Y. P. U! WORK. The secretary of the B. Y. P. U. department, 
Mr. Auber J. Wilds, makes the following report: er come into 


me 
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a new era in B. Y- P. U- work. The B. Y. P- U. is thought of now only 
as a very vital part of our church life and the church without a B. 
Y. P. U. is as much out of line in Kingdom building as is a church 
without a Sunday school. We have come to realize—none too soon— 
that it is just as important to teach “how” to do as it is to teach 
“what” to do. 

THE PASTOR THE CHIEF OFFICER. The acceptance of the 
B. Y. P. U. as a part of the church means that the pastor finds him-. 
self the chief officer, pastor of the B. Y. P. U- No department of the! 
church will go beyond the leadership of the pastor. The responsibility 
then is upon the pastor to assume the obligation. The true pastor: 
recognizes in this department of the work his chief ally. The B- ¥! 
P. U,, if,properly pastored, will back the pastor in all h:s work. 


ADVANCE IN THE COUNTRY. There has been a marked in- 
creased interest shown by the country churches during the past year 
and many of these churches have organized B. Y. P. U’s.: They are 
feeling the need of leaders an “dare welcoming the organ zation that 
promises them this help. Since the large majority of churches in Mis- 
sissippi are country churches, we are looking to them to promote the 
' B. Y. P. U. interest- Any church, regardless as to location, can have 
a B. Y. P. U. if there is just one Person in the church absolutely con- 
secrated to the work, and certainly there is not a church but has this 
one person. 


B. Y- P. U- STATISTICS. 2,000 B- Y. P. U.s have been organized 
within the past year in the eighteen Southern States. Mississippi 
claims 100 of these. The number of unions in Mississippi has grown 
to 700: : 


Three states, Texas, Georgia and North Carolina have 1,000 or 


more B. Y. P. U’s, Mississippi ought to be in this class. 

The Sunday School Board publishes each quarter 362,200 B. Y. 
P. U. Quarterlies. Mississippi receives about 21,000 of these. 

Five years ago we had no district organization, and we now. have 
our six District B. ¥. P. U. Conventions that are proving powerful 
factors in our organization. 


Our State Convention has grown from an attendance of 350, five 
years ago to an attendance of 1,500. 

At a meeting of the State Mission Board last December, another 
worker was added our B. Y. P. U. force. Miss Sallie Payne Morgan 
of Aberdeeri. Miss Morgan is devoting her time to Junior and In- 
termediate B. Y. P. U. work. Her record for the year is most grati- 
fying, and we bless the Lord for her work. 

W. Mz U. WORK. The W. M. U. Department through its State 
Secretary, Miss M. M. Lackey, makes the following statement report 
* their stewardship for the associational year closing with August 
, 1923: 

The Woman's Missionary Union has five definite aims which they 
Propose to carry out in the accomplishment of their work, namely: 
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Supplication, stewardship, study, service and soul-winning- A stand- 
ard of excellence containing ten points is placed before each local so- 
ciety to help the same fulfill these definite aims. 


The growth of the work in Mississippi has made it necessary to 
enlarge the official family. Besides the presjdent, young people’s 
leader and correspond: ng secretary, there are now six vice-présidents, 
one over each of the six districts, also a young people’s counselor in 
each district. A state personal service leader, a stewardship chair- 


man and a mission study ¢hariman. ‘The ideal being these same of- - 


ficers in each local society, each association, and each district. Other 
officers required for looking after special phases are a Margaret 
Fund Chairman, a training school chairman, recording secretary and 
college correspondent. 


The number of local organizations are now 1,404 of which 771 
are Woman’s Missionary Societies and the other Young People’s. Of 
this number of W. M. S., 88 are new organizations, and of the young 
people’s 161 are new organisations. 


This_growth is not abnormal; indeed not just what it should be, 
but it has \givn us healthy organizations. And we attribute this in 
large measure to mission study. Our women and our young people 
are devoting more time and attention to the study of missions than 
ever before. This past year Mississippi reported 35% of all the 
classes doing mission work within the bounds of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention- 


The heart of the Mississippi W. M. U. is deeply interested in the 


75 Million Campaign, hence the Union is going forward this year 
under the slogan: 

“A Dollar each quarter 

From each Mother and Daughter.” 

This over and above campaign pledges. In order to succeed in 
carrying out this slogan the women are appealing to the brethren ih 
every association to lend their help in this matter. 

With a firm conviction that the work of Christian Womanhood 
may be best accomplished through organization the W. M. U. is going 
forth bearing upon their banner this watchword: 

“He that wrought us for this very thing is God.” II Cor. 5.5. 

THE LAYMEN’S WORK. The Laymen have no distinctive or- 
ganization in Mississippi except an executive committee of six lead- 
ing laymen who are apponited each year by the state convention. This 
committee advises with the other leaders of our denoriiinational work 
in planning and executing the various programs for the advance- 
ment of the Kingdom- 

More and more the iaaie of our State are lining upon the reg- 
ular dénominational program and making themselves useful in car- 
rying out the plans of the churches, the associations and the denomi- 
nation at large. More laymen were used in putting over our spring+ 


° 
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cash round-up than have ever: taken part in a similar movement be- ° 
fore. Still larger use will be made of our consecrated laymen in the 
plans now being projected for the fall. 

The Budget-Stewardship Campign that is now being launched 
throughout the South is largely an outgrowth of the aggitation and 
interest of the laymen during recent years. Their influence and ac- 
the assistance are now urged in the teaching of stewardship and in 
patting into operation in the churches the Unified Budget Plan for 
gathering and distributing funds for the Lord’s work. 

THE BAPTIST RECORD. The Baptist Record, another agency 
of the State Convention Board has had hard sailing due to the fact 
that many churches have put into the budget, thus paying only $1.50 
for each subscriber, when the paper costs $2.00, for each subscriber, 
to get it out. We are glad to note, however, that the paper, since the 
first of January, has gained some in subscriptions ranging around 
ten thousand—due largely to the growing recognition of its import- 
ance—and the receipts since the first of January have been $984.67 
more than the cost of production. This is due to three things, first, 
_ to an increase of advertising, to the energetic work of the subscrip- 
tion clerk and to the fact that some other expenses should by rights - 
have been charged to thé paper. At the present price of $1.50 when 
put into the budget of the church, the paper cannot pay out, unless 
the subscription is greatly increased. The budget plan is the best 
and most practical method for handling the Baptist Record, ‘but it 
may become necessary to require the -full price of $2.00 even when 
put into the budget. 

THE BAPTIST BOOK STORE. The Baptist Book Store, which 
belongs to the State Convention Board has sold more books this year 
than ever. The operating expense has been cut, some, but the paying 
of taxes has interferred with the profits. We hope, however, that 
with the increased sales to come out in the clear with sufficient profit 
to justify the maintainance of this phase of work. It has made 
a small profit for the past two years- We would urge our people to 
buy from their own store, even though they may at times have to pay 
a little more for a book than they would have to pay to a second 
hand store or to a cut-price concern, simply for the reason that if our 
store makes any profit, the profit goes in the State Mission treasury. 

THE BAPTIST PRESS. The Baptist Press, belonging to the 
State Convention Board, has been for several months making some 
profit on operation. The business is incraesing. We would call at- 
tention of our people to the fact that the Baptist Press is doing ex- 
cellent work. It is also aiding in making the work of our denomina- 
tion more efficient. We do not have to be delayed in getting our 
printing done. . The Baptist Record gets out one time. The press em- 
ploys some of the best printers in Jackson. 

THE BAPTIST SEVENTY-FIVE MILLION CAMPAIGN. The 
receipts from the beginning of the Campaign to date are $2,358,816-31. 
The receipts from August 1st, 1922 to August Ist, 1923, were $449,- 
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036.04. The money has been distributed on the following percentage 
basis: Foreign Missions, 255%, Home Missions, 16%; State Missions, 
19%; Ministerial Relief, 14%; Orphanage, 3%; Hospital, 53%; Gen- 
eral Objects, 18%; Southwide Objects, 4%; Christian Education, 24%.- 
There remain only about fifteen or siteen months until the Campiagn 
will close. We must work fast. This year’s spring round-up cam- 
paign was very satisfactory as a whole, due largely to the fact that 
all day services were planned for in all the churches. This was re-. 
enforced by the going of many laymen from the strong churches to. 
assist in making the Campaign a success. It was also due to the 
thorough organization for the work. : 


It is exceedingly important that our churches give themselves 
during the month of October to the raising of large sums of cash in 
order to enable the State Board and the other causes to carry to com- 
pletion the work outlined for the year. Because of the large appro- 
priation made, we shall be compelled to have more cash this fall than 
we have heretofore received if the work is completed: The State 
Board of Mississippi appropriated ‘this year over $115,000.00. Thus 
far since the Campaign was launched our ‘work has been carried on 
without interruption and without any indebtedness. Will you help 
to continue this record? mi 

We would beg leave to recommend that serious, careful and 
prayerful consideration be given to the plans and“programs: for our 
Lord’s work following the Seventy-Five Million Campaign. We can- 
not go forward. We cannot stand still and remain where we are- We 
can go forward. We should go forward. We must go forward. Hence, 
we beseech you to consider the resolution which has been prepared; 
ask God what you should, as an association, do with it; vote on it and 
send a copy to Dr. R. B- Hunter, Jackson, Miss., as soon as associa- 
tion adjourns in order that he may know what to tell the new program 
committee recommended by the Southern Baptist Convention as to 
what Mississippi Baptists want to do following this campaign. 


Home Missions 

; The Home Mission Board made & great report at the Southern 
Baptist Convention last May. Eighteen years ago the receipts for 
the year (1905) were $169,988.92, 1923 they. were $1,002,193-07- Bap- 
tisms 38,770. Since the department of evangelism has been organized, 
there have been 152,846 converts, 208,643 additions to the church and 
23,260 volunteers for mission work. é 

Among things mentioned in our Home Mission work, are: Cc h 
Extension, Evangelism, Enlistment. ; 

Our work among foreigners, Indians, Negroes, soldiers ani sea- 

men, mountain schools, Baptists Sanitorium at El Pas@ hospitals, 
Cabs and Panama. 
‘ First..Church extension is now promoted by loans being made to 
churches, instead of gifts. This amount, with interest is now. $160,- 
000. In 1922 and 1923 94 churches were aided, but we need more than 
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$5,000,000 as a church building loan fund, for churches without an 
adequate, well equipped building cannot do its best work. We now 
have 5,000 homeless churches, 14,000 now exist that need enlarging. 
We need a lower rate of interest, 4% instead of 6%. 


We need to take the initiative—offer assistance and encourage- 
ment to the needy churches. 


In our evangelistic work there were 46 workers in 1922. In 1923 
only 28. From their work were reported an average of 525 additions 
to the churches. This number includes both evangelists and singers. 


One superintendent has charge of both evangelism and enlist- 
ment departments. : 


We need to see that efficient men are employed for “this great 
work and then enlarge. In enlistment work there are 42 workers 
and their work shows: Number of churches visited, 6,658; number 
of churches organized, 43; additions by baptism, restoration and let- 


ters, 10,161. tithing bands organized, 176; new subscriptions to 75,- 
000,000, $47,464; and collections about $233,300. Through our joint 


* committee’s efforts we are gaining information of our country 


fhurches by questionnaires and actual returns of these have been 
received from 10,000 country churches. Our work among foreigners 
show 64 workers, baptisms, 664; churches built, 1. We should render 
Personal assistance to these ih evangelization in our own communities. 


WORK AMONG INDIANS. Number of workers, 13; number of 
baptisms, 111; churches built, 2. ' ® 


WORK AMONG NEGROES. Number of workers, 27; baptisms, 
2,368; churches built, 31. Mountain schools, 31; teachers, 218; stu- 
dents, 5,205; ministerial students, 272; value of property, $1,572,550. 


Our wort, in Cuba and Panama is increasing, but we need more 
American men and women who are trained to look after. our schools 
and churches in these countries. Ari appalling need -in our work 
among Jews—only one missionary, Jacob Gartenhans, to 400,000 
southern Jews. He reports 955 visits, bibles distributed and sold 45, 
conversions 2. 


Our sanatorium at El Paso, Texas, shows improvement, but are 
very much in need of a nurses’ home; a medical building and a doc- 
tors’ home. A wireless receiving and broadcasting station would add 
very much to the patients lives of monotony. 


We are carrying on a splendid work in Texas among our sol- 
diers and seamen and also at Oteen, N.C. Both show blessed results. 

LAST, we have made mighty progress in the last few years but 
there are millions of lost souls we must reach and our people myst 
be enlisted in all our organizations. 

Our great Southwide Missionary agency is the greatest factor in 
helping make the South a mighty Baptist Empire, but we must pay 
our pledges to 75 Million that our work may keep on and our debts 
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be paid. If we do this, our work will be increased 50% over its pres- 

ent operations. Let’s go! | :

REPORT ON EDUCATION 


, The most powerful agencies of our denomination are our schools 
and colleges. Extensive and permanent conquests*can not be made 
for’ our Master without a trained leadership. A trained Baptist lead- 
ership is impossible without unadulterated Baptist colleges. Almost 
&@ century. ago some Mississippi Baptists realized this fact and laid 
the foundation for the splendid system of schools which we so proudly 
claim today. 

Mississippi Baptist Schools 

1. CLARKE COLLEGE, H. T. McLaurin, President:—Clarke 
College is a co-educational, Junior College. It is ideally and strate- 
getically located, being at Newton, Newton county, Mississippi. It 
is, therefore in the heart of Mississippi, one of the most thickly pop- 
ulated sections in the state, and in this territory Baptists are num- 
bered by the thousands. 

H. T. McLaurin, for many years enlistment man for that section, 
a man of ability, enthusiasm, Personality, tact and consecration is 
the new president of the college. He has gathered around him the 
strongest faculty in its history. Things have already begun to move. 
The enrollment next session bids fair to reach the 200 mark. Clarke 
College is destined to become one of the strongest Junior Colleges in 
the South. Brethren, with your prayers and support help us make it so. 
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2. BLUE MOUNTAIN COLLEGE, W. T. Lowrey, President:— 
Blue Mountain College is now the only Baptist school in Mississippi 
which maintains a full four year high school course and a full four 
year college course. In order to standardize a college must either 
do away with its preparatory department or make it separate from 
the college department in faculty, students, discipline and buildings. 
Blue Mountain College chose the latter because of the fact that there 
are many girls in Mississippi and surrounding states who need a 
christian boarding school for their high school course. 


There is no higher or healthier section in this state than “The 
Berkshire Hills of North Mississippi” in the midst of which Blue 
Mountain College is located. 


President W. T Lowrey will be glad to send 3 copy of the Semi- 
Centennial catalog which will give you a fair knowledge of the past’ 
history and present condition of this great Baptist school. 


3. WOMAN'S COLLEGE, J. L. Johnson, President:—The great- 
est forward movement taken by the Woman’s College for the com- 
ing session lies in the fact that we are complying with the require- 
ments of the State Department of Education to be placed upon the 
recommended list of colleges. This means. that a graduate from this 
school will be eligible to teach in any of the public schools of Missis- 


-We are adding over 3,000 baoks to our library, giving us‘ the re- 
quired number of 5,000. A great many of these books have been do- 
nated by friends of the college ‘and quite a number have been pur- 
chased. 


In order to meet the requirements of the State Department of 
Education we are éutting off our preparatory department which has 
been quite large. We will have the last year of high school next year 
and after then we will not have any high school students at all. We 
regret very much to lose our high school students, but we feel that we 
cannot afford to be left off the recommended list. 


4. MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE, J. W. Provine, President:—The 
faculty of 1923-24 will be the most outstanding in our long history. 
There are six who hold the Ph. D. degree, one the Th. D. Ten mem- 
bers of the faculty are in various Universities doing special work 
this summer. Four members are pushing their work for the comple- 
tion of the requirements for the Ph. D. These men will bring to their 
classes the best in scholarship. Every man will be active in Christian 
work. 


Great improvements are being made and will be made during the 
session. All the rooms are being completély renovated, painted and 
caleomined, fifteen hundreed feet of side walks are being built, lab- 
oratories put in good condition. 

The outlook is as bright as we could hope for. It really seems 
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brilliant. But we need and must have the sympathy and prayers of 
the Baptist hosts of our state and country. 

HILLMAN COLLEGE:!—While Hillman College is not now owned 
and controlled by the Baptist denomination, it is still Baptist in spirit. 
It is located at Clinton. M. P. L. Berry is now its President. It is a 
Junior College for girls. ‘The Baptist State Convention at Grenada 
placed its approval upon Hillman College and its work, 

SOUTH-WIDE INSTITUTIONS:—Mississippi Baptists help to : 
support and maintain three southwide institutions of learning. They 
are the Baptist Bible Institute, located at New Orleans, La.; The 
Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary, at Fort Worth, Texas; 
and the Southern Baptist Seminary, at Louisville, Ky. Over one 
thousands of our choicest young men and young women were in these 
institutions last session preparing for definite Christian service at 
home and abroad. They are mighty forces in Kingdom conquests. 
The next session of these institutions open in September with a large 
attendance in prospect. 

CONCLUSION :—Baptists position in the Christian: army twenty | 
years from now wil] largely depend upon the care which they take of 

their schools today.

/ os CONSTITUTION 
We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have been regularly baptized 
upon profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity and utility 
of a combination of churches of the same faith and order, do agree 
to unite and form ourselves into an association, Therefore, 


Article 1. The name of this Association shall be the Jones County 
Baptist Association. 

Article 2. The officers of this association shall be a Moderator, 
a Clerk and Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by a ballot and 
hold their offices until their successors are elected, but no person shall 
hold the office of Moderator for a succession of more than two years. 

Article 3. The object of this association shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 
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inculcation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse 


and brotherly love among the churches. 


Article 4. Members of the association shall be composed of dele- 
gates, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by the churches 
which they propose to represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Article 5. Teach church belongings to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part there- 
of; until the membership shall reach 200, then five delegates and no 
more, provided, that ministers of such churches, but supply other pul- 
pits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular quota. 


Article 6. This association shall only have the power of an ad- 


visory council, and shall, in no wise, infringe upon the rights, inde- 
pendence or sovereignty of the churches. 

Article 7. No queries shall be considered by this Association un-, 
less regularly sent up through the churches in writing, and such 
queries shall embrace only questions of doctrine. 

Article 8. The association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon and by unanimous consent of the body proceed to the election of 
a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer by acclamation, in case unanimous 
consent is lacking, then the Messenger shall be enrolled and the elec- 
tion shall proceed by ballot- ‘ 

Article 9. The duties of the various officers of the’ association 
shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Kerfoot’s Par- 
limentary Manual shall be the basis of decision of order. 

Article 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may become members of this association by a unanimous vote, 
and letters of dismission may. be obtained without assigning a reason 
therefor, by a concurrence of a majority present, while the Associa- 
tion reserves the right of withdrawing from such church as to shall 
deem disorderMf@or not orthodox. 

Article 11. This constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the association by a two-thirds vote ofthe Mes- 


sengers present, with the exception of Artide 6, which shall not be ‘ 


changed at any time. 

Article 12- No article, nor any part of any article of this consti- 
tution shall be changed without notice of such change, including the 
words to be changed, being filed with the Clerk of this association by

12. We believe that immersion only is baptism, and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 

13. We believe that the regularly baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

14. We believe that the churches compose Christ’s visible king- 
dom on earth, and they ard independent of each other, choosing their 
own bishops, pastors and éther elective officers, none of whom may 
lord it over God’s heritage.” 

RULES AND DECORUM 

1. All meetings of the association shall be opened with prayer, 
and closed with prayer or benediction- 

2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 
the churches, compromising the same and the enrollment of the dele- 
gates representing them. 

3. No messengers canbe enrolled until they have furnished evi- 
. dence in writing from the church which they propose to represent 
which evidence shall be submitted to the clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall 
have been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second- 
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5- No member shall be allowed to speak but once on the same 
subject, except by permission. ong a 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation. 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. , 

7. Any member feeling himself aggreived by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the association, when, if it be sustained by 
a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 


8. All members shall use the term “Brother,” when addressing 
or speaking of one another; and any one failing to observe this rule 
subjects himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. ! 


9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended ‘at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote. %
